- With an air supply in the sunken submarine Thetis 
estimated to last approximately to midnight 
last night, those in charge of the rescue opera- 
tions were working feverishly against time. 

There seems to be some doubt as to how many men 


have escaped from the submarine. 


The ori- 


ginal report that four had been saved has now 
‘been extended to six, though this is not con- 


firmed. 


It was first reported that one of the ratings, Stoker 
Wilfred Hole, had died while endeavouring to 
escape from Thetis by means of the Davis es- 
cape apparatus. Later it was rumoured that 


three men had died. 


With the receding tide exposing 
more of the submarine’s tail, it is 
hoped it will be possible to cut a 
hole in the hull through which air 
' may be pumped. 

Later the hole may be snl 
to enable the men to craw! out. 

Late in the afternoon it was not 
denied at the Admiralty that the 
position of the entombed men gave 
cause for anxiety. 

It is learned at the Admiralty 
that the front part of Thetis is 
flooded and that the forward Davis 
escape hatch is out-of action. 

The four men who are known to 
have come un used-the after hatch.

- “These two survivors reported 
that the remainder of the crew 
were’ then about to use the Davis 
escape apparatus, and it is not 
clear at present what has prevent- 
ed further escapes by this method. 

“Attempts have been made to cut 
a hole in the stern of.the sub- 
marine, but had to be abandoned 
until the tide slackens at about 6 
p.m. The strong tide at. present 
has caused the submarine’s stern 
to zo under water.” 

The fight to save the imprisoned 
men now seems to have becomé a 
fight against time, as- with every 
passing minute the air supply in- 
ride tite submarine has diminished, 
though it ig estimated’ there is nee 
ficient’ to last © till ‘1.40. ‘dm.

As foreshadowed in. the “Sunday |. 


Herald” Jast week, British subjects, 
registered under the new Registra- 
tion Ordinance have to-day, by 
order of the Governor-In-Councijl; 
been placed on the same basis as 
aliens as regards notification of 
any change of address or intended 
departure from the Colony. 


The official notification reads: 

WHEREAS it is provided by 
sub-section (2) of section .2 of 
the Registration of Persons 
Ordinance, 1939, among other 
things that every alien, other 
than an alien of Chinese race, 
who is about to leave the Colony 
shall report the fact in person or 
in writing for registration at the 
Registration of Persons Office, 
Police Department, within one 
week before every such change of 
address or intended departure, as 
the case may be: 

AND WHERBAS it is provid- 
ed by section 10 of the said Or- 
dinance, among other things, that 
the Governor in Council may by 
notification in the Gazette direct 
that all or any of the provisions 
of sub-section (2) of. section 2 
shall (subject to certain, exemp- 
tions) apply and: have effect in 
the case of British subjects in all 
respects as they apply and have 
effect in the case of aliens. 

ONE WEEK 

NOW THEREFORE the Gov- 
ernor in Council hereby notifies 
and directs that so much of the 
provisions of sub-section (2) of 
section 2 of the Registration of 
Persons Ordinance, 1939, as re- 
quires an alien, other than an

PRINCE AND WAITER © 
AS WITNESSES IN 
MAYFAIR MEN CASE 


London, May 17. 

- Young, fair-haired Mrs, G.. Bur- 
ley, of Scymour-place, W., 
. said to have ‘been 
robbed of £2,860 jewels in a night 
club, was present at Marlborough- 
- street Police Court yesterday when. 
three young Mayfair men and a 
Kensington silversmith were again 
remanded. 

Prince Galitzine, his sister Mrs. 
Pauline Vincent Daubeny, and the 
head waiter of. a night club gave 
evidence, The waiter said he could 
not identify Mrs. Burley as having 
been at the club. 

The four accused men’ are :— 

Victor F. C. Hervey, twenty-three, 
of Upper Berkeley-street (son of 
Lord Herbert Hervey and nephew 
of the Marquis of Bristol). 

George Ernest Arthur Hering, 
twenty-three, of Great Cumberland- 
place, W. (who has been referred 
to by the prosecution as “Peter 
Proud”). 

Geoffrey Coop, twenty-three, of 
Conduit-mews, W., and 

William Goodwin, thirty, a silver- 
smith, of Holland-road. Kensington. 

Hervey, Hering and Goodwin are 
charged with being concerned with 
others not in custody in stealing 
jewellery valued at £2,860 from: 
Mrs. Burley. 

Hervey, Coop and Hering are 
charged with being concerned with 
others not im custody in breaking 
into a flat in Queen-street, Mayfair, 
and stealing jewellery worth £2,500 
from Mrs. Daubeny. 

‘Michael Walter, aged twenty, of 
Oakley-street, Chelsea, S.W., said 
at the last hearing that he refused 
to have anything to do with plans 
which were discussed in his pre- 
sence, and was told if he gave the 
others away he “would be beaten 
up and would get the broken end 
of a bottle in his face.” 

Walter,.cross-examined _yesterday 
by Mr. J. Franks, for Coop, said he 
had seen ‘Coop twice in the public 
house he mentioned in his evidence 
last week. Coop’s name was never 
at any time mentioned in his hear- 
ing, nor was he at the restaurant 
at Marble Arch where certain dis- 
cussions took place. 

_ Was a lady named. Edna mention- 
ed?—No. : . 

Prince Galitzine said that he and 
his sister, Mrs, Daubeny, lived. at 
a flat in Queen-street. He did not 
know either Coop or Goodwin. 

Hering,-whom he knew. as Peter 
Proud, used to visit them at their 
flat, usually by invitation. hast

sister - provisionally arranged an 
Easter week-end stay with Hering’s

sister of the prince, an attractively 
dressed young woman, safd she had 
known Hering since last October, 
but did not know any of the other 
accused men, : e 

Before going to Hering’s sister 
she locked a quantity of jewellery 
in a cupboard in a bedroom of her 
flat. She wore a pearl] necklace, and 
a mink coat was in another cup- 
board. On her return from her 
week-end with Hering’s sister her 
jewellery and the mink coat were 
fone. 

Mrs, Burley, who was driven to 
the court in a closed car and had 
been waiting in an anti-room, was 
brought into court. 

Victor Wolf Konasky, head waiter 
of the night club in Kingley-street, 


_W., where she was alleged to have 


been robbed, was asked whether he 
could recognise her. 

-Konasky shook his head and: said 
he could not recognise her as the 
woman who visited his club on the 
night of April 12 with Hering and 
Hervey and another man. 

Walter was asked to stand up, but 
Konasky said he could not recog- 
nise him either. 


: FELL ASLEEP 


The party were “very jovial,” said 
Konasky. Later three other men— 
none of whom he could recognise 
jn the dock—came in and sat at a 
nearby table. i 

At 6.30 in the morning — when 
Hering and Hervey and their two 
companions had left—he went to an 
Oxford-street restaurant in res- 
ponse to a telephone message. There 
he saw Harvey and one of the three 


‘men who had sat at the adjoining 


table. 
From the restaurant they went to 
Hervey’s flat where, according to 


Hervey, a Mr, Ferguson wanted | 


to see him. Nobody else -was at the 
flat when they got there, and he 
fell asleep.

AXIMILLIAN Adelbert Baer, 
Clown Prince of the Ring, 

the Livermore Larruper, ex-heavy- 
weight champion of the world, and 
now good husband and proud 


father, is the enigma of the modern © 


ring. He is utterly unpredictable, 
fighting like a man inspired to-day 
and like a novice to-morrow. 


He has been photographed more 
times than a film star, he has broken 
a thousand feminine hearts. He has 
spent fortunes and made more. From 
Coast to Coast he was the night club 
king. He trained on Broadway for 
his greatest fights, went to England 

' and was licked by Tommy Farr. Yet 
the fans paid thousands to see him 
box' Ben Foord a few weeks later, and 
a month or two after that he gave

York City. Furthermore, there are

really so misleading, and gave displays 
of fistic fireworks that hadn’t been 
seen for years, In one hundred rounds 
of boxing he scored the fantastic total 
of ore hundred and ten knock-downs.

Phat Schmeling fight was.a_ sensa- 
tion, Baer broke every rule known to 
boxing. 
handed, elbowed, hit low, while the 
German methodically outpointed him 
until the ninth round. The referee 
pleaded with Max not to make a fiasco 
of the affair, as seventy thousand peo- 
ple were watching. In that ninth 
round, his lips drawn back over his 
teeth, his face a mask of fighting fury, 


Baer let go a right swing which raced 


through. the air like a fglling star. 
Schmeling’s neck - seemed to snap. 
‘He rose to his feet, 
dead cold unconscious, and the  re- 
feree had to fight “Baer to keep him 
off and stop the fight.
